growMORE: The Department partnered with sister agencies and local officials to secure additional beef processing in 
Missouri, which will create jobs for Missourians and increased opportunity for cattle producers. In addition, the Meat & 
Poultry Inspection Program has seen a 52% increase in the number of locations under state regulation since the 
infusion of CARES Act funding. 
reachMORE: The Department increased outreach to Missouri livestock producers to stress the importance of 
HIGHLIGHTS biosecurity as the threat of foreign animal disease remains a concern. The additional outreach resulted in the 

FROM FY22-23 tightening of biosecurity practices on Missouri farms, and an increase in producers registering for a premises 

identification number, which is a key piece to preventing the spread of a disease if it reaches Missouri. 


empowerMORE: Following a yearlong delay due to the pandemic, the Department connected 400 farmers and 
ranchers, industry experts and agriculture business leaders at the 49th Governor's Conference on Agriculture. 


connectMORE: The Department used new strategies to reach potential employee candidates, including targeted 
social media, hiring events and career fair at various locations across the state. 


growMORE: The Grain Inspection Services Program has taken on the additional duties of grading peanuts raised in 


southeast Missouri, which allows an additional revenue source for farmers in the area. Approximately 25,000 acres 
were planted in the 2022 growing season, with additional acres expected in the future. 


connectMORE: Connect Missouri farmers' market producers to food insecure individuals through the Senior and WIC 
FY24 Farmers' Market Nutrition Programs during the 2024 growing season. 
PRIORITIES reachMORE: Apply Operational Excellence initiative experience to all regulatory programs with the Department to 
improvie business and citizen experiences. 
empowerMORE: Commit time and resources from MDA team members to ensure capital improvements at the 
Missouri State Fair move forward for significant growth and citizen impact. 


reachMORE: Enhance and streamline consumer experience surveys across the Department. 


connectMORE: Convert all Department dashboard performance measures to Tableau tables. This will connect 
Department team members to better data analytics and will improve fact-based decision making and efficiency.

- 8.7% pay increase for employees; 

- Updated shift differentials for staff working in 24/7 congregate care facilities to $2 per hour for evening and overnight shifts; and, 

- A market-based pay increase for non-commission based executive agency directors (based on the 2019 State of Missouri Compensation & Benefits Study 
commissioned by CBIZ, aged by 10.7% to July 2022, based on private and public sector data for neighboring states only; or a 4.33% COLA for directors 
already making the CBIZ rate, based on the lowest percent increase given to directors currently being paid under the CBIZ rate).

Missouri. This unbiased market news information is made available to the public, including bankers, economists and producers, on a daily and weekly 
basis. 


Markets are reported from 24 livestock auctions. In addition, reporters also report the Missouri Direct Slaughter Cattle, Missouri Daily Cash Grain, a 
Weekly Hay Summary, and prices from local Farmers' Markets statewide. 


Market News is disseminated and available to the public daily through the internet, media (including radio, newspaper and television), market news 


hotline and the Weekly Market Summary. In addition, the website provides a wide variety of market news information, links to market reports, podcasts 
of regional and statewide reports. 


The Chicago Mercantile Exchange utilizes the market news information to establish the national daily weighted average feeder cattle index. This 
information is used as a base for feeder cattle futures contract settlements. All the data collected is archived for future use and reference. In addition, 
market reporters are also approved USDA graders. Missouri graders are requested throughout the year to assign grades to different classes of 
livestock including, replacement heifers, feeder cattle, feeder lambs, market lambs, slaughter ewes and goats. These services help Missouri maintain its

The primary purpose of the market news program is to provide customers with accurate market information on price, quantity and quality of livestock, grain and 
hay sold in Missouri. This unbiased market news information is made available to the public, including bankers, economists and producers, on a daily and 
weekly basis. Missouri is currently ranked 3rd in the nation for beef cow inventory. This results in a large part of our responsibly consisting of collecting and 
disseminating market information on feeder cattle. Most recent data shows a calf crop of 1.89 million head in the year 2021. In the 2021 calendar year the 
market news program collected data on 1.48 million head of feeder cattle in the state, approximately 78 percent of the calf crop. This is a respectable 
percentage given the program has only 6 Agriculture market reporters in the state, however currently there are two to three livestock auctions which meet our 
criteria for having a market reporter. The addition of a FTE for a seventh reporter would allow us to add data from approximately 150,000 more head of feeder 
cattle in the state, in addition to slaughter and replacement cattle. These auctions are in areas where feeder cattle have a major economic impact. Market Data 
provided by the market news program is highly respected and trusted in the industry. One benefit of this data is allowing producers in the state to make more 
informed marketing decisions which is vital given the narrow margins which can determine if a cattle operation is profitable or not each year.

Annual monitoring of auction barns around the state is conducted to track which barns provide enough volume to provide reliable and consistent data which 
would benefit the industry. This monitoring has shown the need for more staff in order to provide state wide daily market information. This data provides the 
ability to make informed marketing decisions in constantly changing market which could result in significant profit or loss. Currently the addition of one FTE 
would provide a significant amount of market data for users in the industry, regardless of the day of week or geographical area of the state.

7. STRATEGIES TO ACHIEVE THE PERFORMANCE MEASUREMENT TARGETS: 


The addition of one FTE will increase the total number of livestock reported in the state by approximately 9 percent, which would be a quite sizeable increase for 
the minor investment of only one FTE. We will continue to use current measures to capture this productivity. With the addition of an FTE the program will also 
reevaluate distribution of current staff and the territories they are assigned and possibility reassign staff in order to maintain geographical representation in 
relation to the needs of the industry. This should also increase customers served by providing more localized data which is applicable to their local operation.

The Missouri Wine and Grape Board was created by the Missouri General Assembly in 2004 as an independent political and corporate body of the State of Missouri 
(Missouri statute 262.820). Prior to this date, the Board existed in an advisory form, with members appointed by the Director of Agriculture in the early 1980's. The 
purpose of the Board is to further the growth and economic development of the grape growing industry in the State of Missouri.

2. CORE DESCRIPTION 


Livestock and poultry account for $3 billion of the state's agricultural cash receipts. As directed by the state veterinarian, the division administers disease control/herd 
certification programs under the Diseased Animal Law, including brucellosis, pseudorabies, tuberculosis, EIA, Pullorum-Typhoid, Avian Influenza, Vesicular Stomatitis, 


Johne's, BLV, Transmissible Spongiform Encephalopathies (TSEs), and Trichomoniasis. These programs are designed to control and eradicate the most economically 
damaging diseases to Missouri producers. 


The division coordinates state and federal resources in prevention, preparedness, response, and recovery during an animal health emergency. Continuous surveillance 
by this division for livestock and poultry diseases and other possible emerging pathogens helps prevent outbreaks of infectious animal diseases that could jeopardize the 
sale and export of Missouri animals and animals products. In some cases, human health may also be directly threatened because many diseases (i.e. Tuberculosis, 
Brucellosis, Rabies, some forms of influenza and food-borne disease organisms) can also be transmitted directly from animals to humans, increasing consumer concern 
about food safety and quality assurance. This division works directly with the U.S. Department of Agriculture, Department of Public Safety, Department of Homeland 
Security, State Emergency Management Agency, and the Regional Homeland Security Oversight Committees, and multiple other state and federal agencies to ensure the 
most effective planning, training, and equipment is in place to respond to an animal emergency. Recent foodborne disease outbreaks have raised the need for expansion 
of the agri-security and food safety programs. The need for expanded surveillance and response capability is a top priority at all levels. 


The Division of Animal Health administers the National Poultry Improvement Program (NPIP) through a Memorandum of Understanding with USDA. The NPIP is an 


industry/state/federal program designed to control hatchery disseminated diseases and provide basic provisions for disease control and certification of poultry breeding 
flocks and hatcheries. Diseases included in the NPIP are Pullorum-typhoid, Salmonella enteriditis, Mycoplasmosis, and Avian Influenza.

Under this agreement, a state program must enforce requirements "at least equal to" those imposed under the Federal Meat Inspection Act and the 
Poultry Products Inspection Act. FSIS provides up to 50% of the state's operating funds, as well as training and other assistance. FSIS provides 
guidance to the State Meat and Poultry Inspection programs under these agreements. In July 2019, The Missouri Meat and Poultry Inspection 
Program signed a cooperative agreement with FSIS which allows state inspected product from certain establishments to be shipped across state lines. 
Inspection services performed at establishments operating under this agreement, will be funded up to 60% of the state's operating funds.

The Missouri Department of Agriculture's Meat and Poultry Inspection Program (MDA's MPIP) is requesting one (1) full time employee (FTE) in 
order to meet the demand of current compliance duties throughout the State of Missouri. MDA’s MPIP Compliance Team ensures meat and 
poultry products in commerce are safe, wholesome, and accurately labeled. They are responsible for meat and poultry product safety after these 
products have left State or United States Department of Agriculture (USDA) inspected facilities, which are then handled, distributed, and offered 
for sale to Missouri consumers. 

Since the onset of COVID 19 in early spring of 2020, there has been a dramatic increase in individuals interested in selling locally produced meat 
and poultry in their communities. In accordance with 9 CFR 320.5(a), which MDA’s MPIP adopts in its entirety, any individual who offers for sale 
meat products must be registered. Over the past three (3) years, the number of meat and/or poultry handlers in the State of Missouri has doubled 
(52 percent increase). MDA’s MPIP Compliance Team is responsible for the registration and surveillance of firms offering meat and/or poultry 
products for sale to Missouri consumers. 

Furthermore, MDA’s Compliance Team conducts random and planned surveillance reviews at retailers, salvage stores, warehouses, food banks, 
etc. located throughout the state of Missouri, in accordance with USDA Food Safety and Inspection Service (FSIS) 8,000 Series Directives. Over the 
last three (3) years, there has been a thirty-six (36) percent increase in planned surveillance reviews conducted by MDA’s MPIP Compliance Team. 
In addition, MDA’s Compliance Team is responsible for recall effectiveness verification, incident investigation, and investigation of events dealing 
with individuals or businesses in non-compliance with the Federal Meat Inspection or Poultry Product Inspection Acts, also adopted by our state. 
MDA’s MPIP Compliance Team also assists MDA’s MPIP with inspection services in the event an assigned inspector is on leave. MDA’s MPIP 
Compliance Team works closely with local and state health authorities, provides outreach to constituents, and assists USDA FSIS with compliance 
related activities conducted in Missouri. 

Currently, MDA’s MPIP employs four (4) individuals who make up the Compliance Team. These four (4) Compliance Officers work throughout the 
entire State of Missouri, covering all 114 counties. Since January 2020, the Compliance Team has been behind in their work duties due to the 
increased interest in producing and selling locally sourced meat and poultry products for Missouri consumers. An additional member to this team is 
desperately needed to ensure safe, wholesome, and properly labeled meat and poultry products are consumed by Missourians and their families.

One aspect of a Compliance Officer’s assigned duties is to conduct planned compliance reviews, which our team is currently behind in conducting. 
These reviews at registered firms are scheduled to be conducted annually. Currently, some Officers are required to drive one-way for approximately 
three (3) hours just to review a single firm. These planned compliance reviews typically take two (2) hours for a routine review. Simply stated, if an 
Officer were to drive three (3) hours one-way to the firm to be reviewed, conduct the typical review at approximately two (2) hours, drive back to 
their official domicile for approximately three (3) hours, that would be a total of an eight (8) hour work day in reviewing one firm. Currently, our 
Compliance team is behind on approximately three hundred twenty four (324) planned compliance reviews. If on average it would take eight (8) 
hours to review each firm we are behind on, that would take approximately two thousand five hundred ninety two (2,592) hours to complete. There 
are approximately two hundred sixty (260) working days in a calendar year, and if a full time employee (FTE) were to work eight (8) hours each day, 
one FTE would work two thousand eighty (2,080) hours in a year. One FTE’s hours for a year is less than the time estimated that our Compliance team 
is behind in planned reviews. Additionally, another Officer would help to alleviate some of the drive time, due to listing the official domicile 
requirement to be in an area where this instance occurs most often. 
The standard used to derive the requested levels of funding came from current Compliance Officer’s base salary as well as standard amounts of fringe, 
recent cost invoices for equipment such as information technology or gasoline, as well as estimates based on market values (vehicle) and average 
costs of other employee training costs. 
Alternatives such as outsourcing and automation were not considered in this instance due to the nature and time commitment of the job duties. A 
Compliance Officer is highly trained in multiple aspects of the meat and poultry industry as well as in investigative techniques.

This position will assist other program staff and management with tasks and assignments that 
will help protect the state's wide range of livestock and poultry industries. These duties, tasks and assignments may include, but not be limited to, emergency 
response; responding to disease incursions such as a foreign animal disease like highly pathogenic avian influenza; providing educational outreach to various 
industry groups, producers, and veterinarians; working with producers on secure food supply and bio-security plans; working with and maintaining response 
equipment owned by MDA; assisting with testing livestock and poultry for diseases; database entry; and other duties as determined by management. Animal 
Health has a very limited number of staff available to complete all the responsibilities that require MDA's oversight under Chapter 267, RSMo - State

The Grain Regulatory Services Program (GRS) is a statutorily mandated program that provides regulatory oversight to the grain warehouse and grain merchandising 
industry, which annually generates over $6.0 billion in economic activity. This oversight ensures 60,000 Missouri grain farmers a financially stable grain marketing 
system where they can both store and merchandise their grain production. In addition, the GRS program conducts commodity check off audits to verify collection of 
assessments for the corn, soybean, rice, beef and sheep councils. GRS also administers the Missouri Agricultural Mediation Program (MAMP) which provides dispute

GIS is requesting 2 additional Grain Inspectors (full time), 25 Peanut Workers (part time) and 5 additional Grain Inspection Workers (part time). The Grain 
Inspection Services (GIS) program is seeing expanding inspections. This is being caused by increases in rail, container and barge usage for export and a growing 
customer base. GIS has seen total inspections increase from 132,067 in FY 2019 to 172,506 in FY 2022. With the increase in inspections and expanding 
customer base, more demands are being placed on the program’s inspection teams. Along with the expanding inspection requests, the department, administer by 
the GIS program, has entered into a USDA-AMS Specialty Crop Cooperative. This agreement will place additional demands on the GIS team for the completion 
GAP/GHP audits. The agreement also requires GIS to provide peanut inspections in southeast Missouri. 

With the increase in inspections and a growing customer base, GIS is seeing burnout becoming a factor in our grain inspectors and out part-time grain inspection 
workers. Another contributing factor to burn out is the unpredictability of unit trains which requires teams to be rescheduled multiple times. We do not foresee a 
reduction in the amount of grain exported or grain by products or a near term fix for rail scheduling. 


With the undertaking of the peanut inspections, season peanut workers will be needed for the peanut harvest. This is a 3 month harvest season. Current grain 
inspection team members will be utilized in the process, but will need to be supplemented with peanut inspection workers. Currently the peanut facility is only 
acting as a buying station. In the next 2 to 3 years, this facility anticipates being a shelling facility which will require additional inspectors and workers. This request 
for additional FTE will help in meeting those future needs.

Adding two additional full time Agricultural Inspectors and five additional Grain Inspection Workers (2 to 1 FTE ratio) will help in distribution of 
work and burn out of team members. The

The Grain Inspection Services (GIS) program is seeing expanding 
inspections. This is being caused by increases in rail, container and barge usage for export and a growing customer base. GIS has seen total 
inspections increase from 132,067 in FY 2019 to 172,506 in FY 2022. With the increase in inspections and expanding customer base, more 
demands are being placed on the program’s vehicle fleet. Along with the expanding inspection requests, the department, administer by the GIS 
program, has entered into a USDA-AMS Specialty Crop Cooperative. This agreement will place additional demands on the GIS fleet for the 
completion GAP/GHP audits throughout the state and the completion of peanut inspections in southeast Missouri. 

GIS has a fleet of 33 vehicles at our three service point offices. These 33 vehicles are used to service a customer base of approximately 100 
customers scattered from the west to the east side of the state and north to south. Grain inspections are conducted upon demand from our 
customers 24 hours a day, seven days a week. Onsite inspections may vary from 2 to 12 hours. Many times each office is providing inspections for 
multiple customers during the same time period. To meet these needs each office must have adequate vehicles at their disposal. 

In order to fulfill current customer demands, the GIS program is having to pay team members mileage for the use of their personal vehicles to 
conduct GIS inspections when fleet vehicles are not available. For FY 2021, GIS incurred expenses for 3,536 miles of personal vehicle use and 
3,773 vehicle miles for FY 2022 at a rate of $0.49/mile. Maintenance cost for the GIS fleet is approximately $0.12/mile for FY 2022. By using fleet 
vehicles instead of personal vehicles, GIS incurs a savings of $0.37/mile. This would have been the equivalent of $1,308.32 for FY 2021 and 
$1,396 thus far in FY 2022. Mileage allowances for FY 2023 have increased. 

GIS approaches an average of 18,000 miles per vehicle per year. Due to services provided on demand by the customers, there are times that 
offices utilize all the vehicles during a time period while at other times, only a portion of the fleet is needed. 

The information provided above does not reflect any additional needs that will be placed on the GIS fleet when Specialty Crop operations take 
place. GIS anticipates completing 12 — 20 GAP and/or GHP audits that will be scattered throughout the state. GIS anticipates additional need of 
vehicle usage at the New Madrid office for travel to the peanut buying station to conduct peanut inspects during the already busy time period of 
September through December harvest season.

$20,000 will be used to purchase a new Ankom Delta Fiber Analyzer to replace the current A2000 model the laboratory has which has been discontinued. To maintain 
testing capacity for fiber the laboratory needs to have two fiber analyzers. 

$20,000 requested to purchase a new fume hood for the mineral room to replace at hood installed in 1991 the recently failed certification. Replacing this hood will allow 
more useable space for heavy metals testing that laboratory hopes to add in early 2023. 

$20,000 requested to install a reverse osmosis system to service the feed and seed laboratories. The laboratories both require deionized water for much of the testing and 
the current system is older and difficult and expensive to maintain.

2. CORE DESCRIPTION 


The primary purpose of the Invasive Pest Control Program is to prevent or delay the establishment of gypsy moth, thousand cankers disease of walnut and other 
invasive forest pests in Missouri. Establishment of these pests would be devastating to Missouri's $10 billion forest products industry and its nursery and landscape 
industry. It would also have a severe impact on the tourism industry and our native forest habitats. Of Missouri's 14.6 million acres of forest land, 12.5 million acres 
is oak, the gypsy moth's preferred host and the primary component of our forest products industry. The introduction of thousand cankers disease of walnut would 
cause an estimated $850 million loss to our state's economy. Missouri is the nation's leader in black walnut trees and nut production. Annual survey for thousand 
cankers disease is also required to keep international export markets open to our walnut wood products such as logs and lumber. Prevention is accomplished 
through a comprehensive, cooperative annual survey for both of these major forest and agricultural pests. This program also works with emerald ash borer, 


imported fire ant and other exotic pest response efforts. The program is directed by the State Entomologist (Program Manager) and operates within the Plant 
Industries Division.

Other Funds: Boll Weevil Suppression and Eradication (0823) 


The Boll Weevil Eradication Program is a national effort to eradicate boll weevil from the United States. Boll weevil infestations in Missouri historically have cost 
cotton growers over eight million dollars annually in lost yield and treatment costs. The program was voted in by producer referendum in 2000, was implemented in 
2001, and continued in the eradication phase up to the end of calendar year 2007. Missouri cotton growers elected to participate in a post-eradication program 
which began in calendar year 2008. In February 2019, the Missouri cotton growers passed via referendum a measure to continue the post-eradication program for 
the next 10 years. To fund the post-eradication program, Missouri cotton growers also voted to pay a small annual per acre assessment fee which will be collected 


by the department.

The State Land Survey's primary responsibility is to maintain the United States Public Land Survey System (USPLSS). The corners of the USPLSS are the framework 
from which all surveyors and property owners must rely for the determination of all land boundaries. In the early 1960s, land owners, title companies and land surveyors 
saw an alarming trend in the inability to accurately and economically locate land boundaries. The corners, physical monumentation on which land surveys were based, 
had been either accidentally or intentionally destroyed. In many instances, land survey records were not preserved, maintained or recorded. Since 1971, an effort has 


been put forth to reverse the trends of high loss of land corners. As funding allows, contracts between the Land Survey Program, county surveyors and private 
surveyors are used to re-establish or restore the corners, survey and monument county boundaries and survey and monument state boundaries.

Consumers are safeguarded by strict adherence to federal Pasteurized Milk Ordinance 
standards. Labeling, product quality and integrity are assured by State Milk Board (SMB) oversight of National Labeling act requirements. SMB is the administrator 
of the milk inspection fee fund that finances the Grade A program. SMB performs FDA ratings that evaluate dairy farm and plant inspection programs and performs 
an additional FDA required regulatory evaluation that ensures state inspection services are performing at FDA and NCIMS approved standards.

Inspects and tests Missouri manufacturing grade milk, milk processing plants and laboratories, and aseptic milk processing plants. Manufacturing grade dairy processing 
plants produce cheese, butter, retorted drinks, and infant formulas that are distributed and sold throughout the world. Manufacturing grade dairy farms and dairy 
processing plants must meet sanitation requirements in Title 21 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR). The State Milk Board tests and licenses bulk milk haulers and 
samplers, milk testers, dairy marketing personnel and solicitors of manufacturing grade milk to ensure precision and accuracy at all levels of milk handling. Sanitation 
inspections, equipment testing and processing equipment sealing is performed in manufacturing grade processing plants to ensure food safety to consumers. Every bulk 
milk tank is sampled and tested before milk leaves the farm. Every co-mingled load of milk is tested prior to unloading at a manufacturing grade dairy processing facility. 
State Milk Board inspects and licenses milk truck wash stations to ensure food safety standards are met and that producer's milk is transported in a clean and sanitary 
transport carrier.
